Northwestern’s oldest facility, Varnado Hall, received a facelift this summer. Built in 
1939, Varnado started as women’s dormitory. It was named after Miss Dean Varna¬ 
do, the first dean of women for Varnado Hall. The hall was dedicated in her memory 
after her death in 1954. This was not Varnado’s first renovation. In 1989, the hall 
received new furniture, light fixtures and the wood work was preserved to honor the 
1930s feel of the hall. In 2007 the university changed to a private company, Campus 
Living Villages, and for the next 10 years Varnado was used for overflow housing. 
Varnado received a second chance with another renovation that broke ground in 
spring 2017. With no time to waste, the renovations continued through the summer 
months. Renovations included entrance room, ballroom, hallways, bedrooms, bath- 
rooms, basement and practice rooms. 

Varnado Hall was built in collaboration with the Creative and Performing Arts de- 
partment. With Varnado’s close proximity to the CARA building and the increase in 
CARA students, it was a perfect match. Varnado now provides amenities such as 24- 
hour studio spaces, opportunities to meet and workshops with visiting artist, flexible 
performance and exhibition spaces, Wi-Fi throughout the facility, 24-hour computer 
labs, courses designed especially for CARA resident students, recording studio space 
and extracurricular opportunities tailored for students in the arts. Senior Addison 
Hinson said, “I think it’s nice that this is happening; it’s going to be a great place for 
the students of CARA, who don’t always have the most ideal Schedule.” 

Varnado Hall is now filled with CARA students who are able to enjoy all of the ame¬ 
nities provided to them that is tailored to their department. Say goodbye to hauling 
giant Instruments across campus, because now Varnado Hall is just around the cor¬ 
ner, an ideal living space for every CARA student.

Literacy Campaign 


Children ages 5-15 are facing a big change in their education systems. With school budget cuts affecting librar- 
ians and technology filling children’s free time, there is not much time for reading. Northwestern’s first lady, 
Jennifer Maggio, developed a service project, Forks Up for Literacy, to collect books for schools in Natchitoches 
Parish. She chose this project because she was a teacher and noticed that children did not like reading or did not 
have access to books. “My philosophy has always been to give back. We need to find something we are passion- 
ate about, something that helps you realize that the world is bigger than me, myself, and I and my problems,” 
Maggio says. She hopes to help students find books that interest them so they can do better academically and 
have a love for learning. 

The book drive took place at NSU’s second home football game with a goal of 1,884 books to be donated in honor 
of the year that the university was founded. Maggio’s goal was surpassed with a total of 2,400 books donated at 
that one collection time. She decided to continue the project 
and do collections at each home game with a goal of 1,884 
books collected each time as well as going to the other NSU 
campuses. 

Since the project was such a success Maggio expanded the 
delivery locations to not only Natchitoches Parish schools, but 
also the boys and girls club, Lake Charles, Huston and sur- 
rounding areas that were affected by Hurricane Harvey. 

At the end of this year she would like the project to have giv- 
en a book to a child who did not have access before, to help a child find a genre that they enjoy, and to inspire 
Northwestern students to find something they are passionate about and pay it forward. 

“College is such a transition for students who may be struggling with some things,” Maggio says. “Getting out 
and feeling like I am actually being helpful to someone else can help boost your self-esteem. It will make them 
feel like there is a purpose for me here; I am not just here by chance.”

Relief efforts continue as record storm 
hits Texas and Louisiana

Days before the 12th anniversary of Hurricane Katrina, 
what began as Hurricane Harvey strengthened into a Cat- 
egory 4 hurricane in the Gulf of Mexico, devastating areas 
of Texas and Louisiana as it made landfall Aug. 25. 

Named on Aug. 17 by the National Hurricane Center, Har¬ 
vey first raised alarms for islands in the Caribbean such 
as Barbados and St. Lucia. Though the cyclone’s power 
decreased, it regained momentum as it traveled through 
the gulf. 

Harvey swept through Port Aransas, Texas, with a top 
wind speed of 132 miles per hour, and as it continued 
inland to Houston, the storm was quickly labeled as the 
most severe to hit the U.S. in more than a decade. 

The National Weather Service reported Cedar Bayou, Tex¬ 
as, received 51.88 inches of rain; this amount breaks the 
previous record from 1978 of the most rainfall from a 
single storm in the Continental U.S. Other areas such as 
Beaumont received 47.35 inches of rain. 

Gov. John Bel Edwards declared a state of emergency for 
the entire state of Louisiana on Aug. 24 in preparation of 
Harvey’s impact. 

Downgraded to a tropical storm, Harvey first struck Lou¬ 


isiana in Cameron Parish. Residents were encouraged to 
evacuate due to the dangerous possibility of storm surge 
and immense flooding. 

Natchitoches Parish as well as several other parishes in 
the state also declared a state of emergency, though the 
eventual outcome of Harvey was not as severe as expect- 
ed. 

As emergency services and volunteers such as the ‘Cajun 
Navy’ began search and rescue, mega shelters opened 
their doors to Houstonians and residents of affected ar¬ 
eas. Flooding across Texas displaced thousands; CNN re¬ 
ported that more than 72,000 people were rescued, and 
BBC News stated 43,000 were living in shelters. 

Members of the National Guard were deployed to areas 
of Southwest Louisiana to assist local emergency services 
and the Department of Wildlife and Fisheries in rescuing 
people and even pets. The Louisiana National Guard Pub¬ 
lic Affairs Office called it “a tremendous team effort.” 

In addition to helping Louisiana citizens, the Louisiana 
National Guard expanded their efforts to help southeast 
Texans in conjunction with the U.S. Coast Guard and U.S. 
Marines Reserves. 
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Gov. John Bel Edwards said the state is prepared to open 
lts doors to residents of Texas that have been displaced 
by Harvey; “It’s just the right thing to do,” Edwards said, 
recollecting as many have about the support provided 
during disasters such as Hurricane Katrina in 2005. 


Additional student groups and organizations in Natchi 
toches hosted relief drives in the coming weeks. 


President Trump paid two visits to Houston and another to 
Lake Charles, Louisiana, as well as pledged $1 million of 
his personal funds to relief efforts. Professional athletes 
and sports organizations, celebrities and others also do- 
nated and created campaigns to raise funds for victims. 

NSU’s own relief effort team began organizing with the 
intention of traveling to affected areas over the Labor 
Day weekend but rescheduled the trip to Sept. 8-10. Dr. 
Curt Phifer, professor of biology and the primary coördi¬ 
nator of the relief effort team, encouraged students to 
support local efforts in the meantime. 

The NSU Student Government Association (SGA) donated 
$10,000 from the Organizational Relief Fund “to assist 
with transportation and hotel costs associated with relief 
efforts.” 

The Student Activity Board set up areas Sept. 5-7 in the 
Student Union to donate supplies and goods needed to 
help those affected by Harvey.

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The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps got its start with the Morrill Act of 
1862. This provided for military instruction in land grant colleges. In 1866 
the president was given authority to send out as many as 20 officers to 
teach military Science in institutes of higher learning. By the beginning 
of the 1900s this number had grown tremendously, and more than 100 
colleges and universities offered this in their institutes, giving young col- 
legians the chance to learn about, practice and join the United States 
Armed Forces. This program became very imperative during times of 
preparation for war. By the end of World War II, over 100,000 ROTC of¬ 
ficers had served. Today, ROTC commissions an outstanding number of 
over 3,800 cadets as second lieutenants per year, providing the US Army 
with over a whopping 70 percent of its new officers. 

Northwestern’s own ROTC branch was established in 1950, with an agree- 
ment signed between Northwestern State College and the Department 
of the United States Army. It was that year, under President Prather, 
that the first students were enrolled with only five enlisted men and one 
officer. By the end of that school year numbers reached upwards of 200 
men. The NSU Demon Battalion has commissioned over 1,000 second 
Lieutenants into the United States Armed Services. The Mission of the 
Army ROTC program is to “Commission the future officer leadership of the 
United States Army and motivate young people to be better Americans.”

The Christmas Festival 
is what it is today because the citizens of Natchi¬ 
toches spread Christmas cheer and show how proud 
they are of their city. Their enthusiasm has carried 
over generations, and tourists can feel this during 
the holiday season.

Basketball is an invigorating sport that has their fans on the edge of their seats for every game. The NSU 
Demon basketball team had a very exdting season last school year. The season started in the second week 
of November against Texas AStM at College Station, Texas. The Demons had a good first half, but were 
prevented from getting a win during the second with the score of 44-72. The second game at Norman, 
Oklahoma, also did not go as planned, with NSU falling behind 61-97. NSU hosted the third game against 
LeTourneau where they won 92-87. In this game, Zeek Woodley went from fourth to third place on NSU’s 
career scoring list, passing Dick Brown, who had 1,802 points from 1952-57. During the last few weeks of 
December something unexpected happened within the team. Woodley, one of the team’s best players, in- 
jured his wrist during the first half of the game against Rice on Dec. 19. He would be out for over a month 
before he could play again. The injuries did not stop there. Malik Metoyer sported a knee injury that kept 
him out of the remainder of the games, but could come back if he had surgery and rehabilitate for later 
games. For the first Southland Conference game, the Demons lacked only a few points to defeat McNeese. 
During February, an online contest called Dark Horse Dunker made Woodley one of the contestants for a 
spot in the State Farm College Slam Dunk Championship on March 30, 2017. This was at the NCAA Final 
Four in Phoenix, Arizona. On the last full week of February, Woodley had gotten to come back after a few 
months off to play against Lamar. The Demons sadly lost by 20 points. The last game for the Southland 
Conference was a very memorable one. The Demons won against Central Arkansas with a score of 97-83. 
Also during this game, Woodley scored enough points to become first on NSU’s career scoring list. 

Devonte Hall and Ishmael Lane stood out last season, bringing a lot to the team with their scores. 

“It was downhill after all of the injuries happened,” said Lane. To them it wasn’t the best season they 
could have had. They knew, though, that the next season was a fresh start. “I feel like we will be all right. 
We have taken some steps forward and honestly it’s going to play out good,” said Hall. Lane added, “It’s 
just preparing us for the Southland Conference, so we just need to work out things that need to be worked 
out and fixed.” Both players were from different parts of Louisiana, but they chose NSU for the same 
reason. “I prayed on the decision, and when they first came and talked to me it feit like it was a family 
atmosphere here,” said Hall. Lane said, “It feit very welcoming, and they stayed loyal to me during my 
high school career when they were recruiting me.” After games, practices and school work, the team likes 
to relax by playing basketball against each other or video games at someone’s place.

The team did not see the last of Central 
Arkansas because they had to face them again for the opening match. The team was given another loss by 
UCAsadly in the opening match and were stopped from advancing into the tournament. Director of Tennis 
Patric Dubois said, “We had a good start in the spring, but then we had some peaks and valleys during the 
season.” At the end of the 2017 season, head coach Olga Bazhanova left after three seasons. 

From the overall season two students stood out, Judit Castillo and Polina Ivanova. Judit had a 12-5 record 
in singles and 6-2 in doublés at conference matches. Judit came to NSU because she feit that it was the 
family atmosphere that she loved. “If I need anything, I know they are going to be there for me,” she said. 
She was also selected to be on the Louisiana Sports Writers Association honorable mention team. Polina 
played in the No.1 singles and No. 2 in doublés positions. She came from Moscow to NSU after previous 
head coach Olga Bazhanova contacted and told her about the university. Polina has liked it here since then. 
The upcoming season will be her last as she will graduate in May 2018. “It’s kind of sad because I don’t 
know if I will still play tennis after it,” said Polina.

Starting the indoor sea- 
son off right at the LSU Purple Tiger Invitational was the team who placed multiple women in the top 10.

The Demon Baseball team strikes back. Former All-Southland Conference first baseman Bobby Barbier, an 
alumni of NSU, started this year as head coach. 

The team has competed for NSU since 1912 and been part of the Southland Conference since 1988. 

Chris Bertrand began his first year as an assistant coach, as well as G.T. McCullough, who has been coaching 
for five years. Taylor Dugas also began his first year as a volunteer assistant coach. 

The Demons opened the season February 17 against Cincinnati. 

With sixteen newcomers, the team sought to replace a pair of draftees, center fielder Nick Heath, catcher 
Daniël Garner; 2015 SLC Hitter of the Year, Cort Brinson, and 2014 draftee Brett Underwood. 

Despite those losses, the Demons return several veterans in the lineup, including second-team All-South¬ 
land Conference second baseman David Fry. Batting a .264 with seven home runs, starting 57 games his 
sophomore season, Fry entered the 2017 season having started 102 consecutive games. Barbier said he 
plans to deploy Fry in more of a super utility role this season. 

“David’s a tremendous player, very versatile,” he said. “He’s going to play probably three to four different 
positions. He’s played second and third. He has the potential to play first, and he’s worked behind the 
plate some. Offensively, he gives you a competitive at-bat. He’s the guy conference opponents will have 
circled on the lineup card.” 

Freshman Caleb Ricca enters with plenty of eyes upon him, earning pre-season SLC Freshman of the Year 
nods from Perfect Game USA and Dl Baseball, com. 

As is customary at Northwestern State, the Demons will face a tough non-conference Schedule that in- 
cludes 2016 College World Series participant Oklahoma State and super regionalist LSU. NSU also will take 
a ve-game trip to face Big 12 foes Kansas and Kansas State in March. 

“Good teams expose flaws,” Barbier said. “You become better as a team when you know what your flaws 
are. We’ll have an idea before we get started, but when you open against a team like Cincinnati, every 
arm they run out there is going to be good. Every hitter’s going to be competitive in the box. You can get 
away with a few things when you play teams that don’t expose your flaws. 

“We put our players in tough environments, in tough situations, so when it comes time for conference play, 
they’ve been there already. It’s a good Schedule that will challenge us.”

^ Being an education major can be very tiring. Early mornings to get ready for a day at school, full school 

days in the classroom, and late nights preparing for the next day’s lesson. Spending so much time in a 
school and preparing for the week of teaching and going to other classes and doing that class work can be 
very tiring. Bryn Hughes, Senior Early Childhood Education major, says, “The most rewarding part of being 
in residency one (previously known as Methods) is the experience I get in the classroom. I spend most of 
my week with my students and I learn so much from my two mentor teachers. “ 

Just like any major you may choose, education majors doubt if this is the right major for them too. It 
usually affirms everything when you connect with your students and you see that you truly helped them in 
some way. For Hughes, she knew she was meant to be a teacher 
in high school while participating in a program that allowed her 
to work in a kindergarten classroom. She worked with them three 
days a week for three months. “On my last day, I cried leaving my 
students and that’s when I knew exactly what I was meant to do. 

Teach!” Hughes says. 

Northwestern students have great resources with many schools 
in the city that they are able to observe and work with. These 
resources give students a more hands on and field work based experience. “Here at NSU it’s not about 
learning through a textbook, it’s about learning through experience. I would not have received this train¬ 
ing anywhere else and I am so ready to tackle my future job as a teacher thanks to NSU!” Hughes says.

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“Okay, Mr. Rogers, let’s get you taken care of,” Deanna Bartlett reassures the 
clementine orange, carefully inserting an IV into the skin of the fruit. “It’s the 
closest thing to skin we can work with, and l’ve got tons in my kitchen. Plus, if 
you anchor this part right here,” she says holding her thumb down on the vein of 
the orange, “it keeps it from rolling, which is what can sometimes happens with 
people’s veins.” Bartlett is a second level student nurse, hoping to pursue a career 
in trauma care. She has binders, papers and an open textbook strewn across her 
bed, preparing for a test over diabetes the next Thursday. 

“This is literally my life,” she laughs, “but I love it.” 

Northwestern is nationally known for its nursing program, and for good reason. 
With so many successful graduates being sent out into the workforce, they not 
only acquire the skills required to work as a nurse, but also the why’s and how’s 
of having good bedside mannen lt takes a caring, compassionate person to be a 
nurse, not just someone who knows the textbook. 

The first two years of a BSN, a Bachelor’s of Science in Nursing, include lectures 
and labs on campus, and come time for clinicals, students either stay to work at 
Natchitoches Regional Medical Center, or transfer to Shreveport or Alexandria for 
their clinical rotations. Being able to stay in Natchitoches is a new option many 
students are thankful for, something that wasn’t available in the past. 

Clinicals involve two days a week spent 
at the hospital, working as student 
nurses. “We’re actually working now. 

I mean, obviously we aren’t licensed 
ourselves yet, but we are working un- 
der another nurse’s name and take care 
of their patients. We’re actually prac- 
ticing as student nurses.” 

Starting at 6:45 a.m., students take vitals, administer meds and make physical 
assessments. After rotations, everyone meets up for post conference, where they 
discuss patient’s diagnoses, plans of care, and special medication considerations 
for certain patient’s problems. 

Northwestern offers a BSN, ASN, and a ASN to BSN curriculum. They have also add- 
ed a DNP program, or Doctor of Nursing Practice, which is now required as of 2015 
to work as a nurse practitioner. “Nursing isn’t having to study just to pass a test,” 
Bartlett says, “lf I fail this test, that could be like seriously harming a patiënt. 
You’re dealing with humans. Real lives.”

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The Communications department at Northwestern provides students with opportu- 
nities to gain skills through speaking, writing and multimedia production in courses 
that lay the foundation for jobs in the Communications field. There are three con- 
centrations that NSU provides in the Communications department that students can 
choose from to direct their career path, including strategie communication, broad- 
cast and digital media production and multimedia journalism. 

Strategie communication encompasses everyday communication with human beings 
and polishes skills for public relations. Students can learn how to deliver messages 
to audiences and how media play a role in society.

The National Pan-Hellenic Council was founded 
May 10, 1930, in Washington D.C. The Council 
is comprised of nine historically African-Ameri- 
can, sororities and fraternities, more common- 
ly known as the “Divine Nine.” The original 
stated purpose of the council was “Unanimity 
of thought and action as far as possible in the 
conduct of Greek letter collegiate fraternities 
and sororities, and to consider problems of 
mutual interest to its member organizations.” 
The organization came together to give a voice 
to the African-American students of the time 
and continues today honoring that legacy and 
history. Of the nine Greek-lettered organiza¬ 
tions, five are represented here on Northwest¬ 


ern State’s campus: Alpha Kappa Alpha, Alpha Phi Al¬ 
pha, Delta Sigma Theta, Phi Bèta Sigma, Zeta Phi Bèta 
and Kappa Alpha Psi. 

Members of the NPHC have a deep respect for their 
roots, histories and their founders. It is incredibly im¬ 
portant for one to understand the history of the coun¬ 
cil, if they wish to join a particular organization within 
it. NPHC members place heavy emphasis on Scholastic 
achievements, community service and philanthropic 
endeavors.

The National Interfraternity Music Council is 
made up of by seven different music-based or- 
ganizations. Northwestern State University is 
home to four of these seven: Phi Mu Alpha Sin- 
fonia, Sigma Alpha lota, Kappa Kappa Psi and 
Tau Bèta Sigma. Together they work to improve 
the Creative and Preforming Arts department. 
The NIMC is slightly different than the 
North-American Interfraternity Conference, 
the National Panhellenic Conference, or the 
National Pan-Hellenic Council. For example, 
The NIMC is not a governing body, though for- 
mal agreements can be made between the four 
organizations.
